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328. there have been many rumours reported U> 'mm <*iww of 
persons prominent in public life who have been said to have htt» involved 
with the Ward girls.

Suffice it to say that in every case I found a whdkj innocent 
origin, such as that Stephen Ward had drawn a picture of a prominent person 
aod that he had * dropped • the name as if a friend of his.

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RUMOURS ARISING INDIRECTLY OUT OF THE ~*1 
PROFUMO AFFAIR 



r 329. There were in June and July, 1963, rumours arising indirectly out 
of the Profumo affair, in this sense, that they were given credence because 
of it and became merged in the vast crop of rumours then circulating: and, 
for the reasons I have given, I have inquired into them: 

(i) "The Man without a Head* 

330. A certain Minister brought two connected rumours to my attention 
concerning himself which I also heard from other sources. They were referred 
to in foreign newspapers too. He pointed out that these were of a most 
damaging nature, and asked me to inquire into them: . . 

(1) That he was the unknown man in an improper photograph which 
featured in the recent Argyll divoite case; and that a copy of this 
photograph was in the possession of Stephen Ward. (Another version 
of this rumour was that the Minister paid a sum of money to the 
Duke to have the photograph altered so as to have his head removed 
from it.) ; 

(ii) That he paid money to prevent himself being cited in the Argyll 
divorce case; and that Stephen Ward acted as an intermediary in this 
transaction, 

331. As to rumour (i), it has been demonstrated to my entire satis/action 
that the M unknown** man in the photographs was not this Minister. 
All the photographs in the case haVe been produced to me. The man's 
head did not appear in any of them. In order to enable me to dispose of the 
matter, the Minister offered to undergo a medical examination: and he was 
examined by a medical man whose name was suggested by me, and who is 
of the highest eminence. This medical man proved conclusively that the man 
in the photographs was not this Minister. He gave me a written report in 
.which he set out convincing detail. He showed that the physical 
characteristics of the * unknown * man differed in unmistakable and 
significant respects from those of the Minister. 

332. Furthermore there were words written in capital letters below some 
of the photographs: and the photographs themselves, when found* were 
enclosed in a piece of notepaper on which there were sentences with capital 
letters. It is clear that the " unknown man " wrote the words in capital fatten 
on the piece of paper and on the photographs. I have had the 
examined by an expert who compared it with a specimen of the 
of the Minister, taken without prior warning.

333. As to rumour (ii) here again it has been demonstrated to my entire 
satisfaction that the Minister did not pay money to prevent himself being 
cited in the divorce case. I am quite satisfied that right from the veqr 
beginning the Duke of Argyll put before his legal advisers all the evidence 
he had of adultery by his wife with anyone: and that be told them that they 
were not on any account to be influenced by the identity of any individual:)

334. That being so, there was no reason for the Minister to offer a sum 
of money, and I am satisfied that he did not do so. The Minister freely 
produced for my inspection his bank accounts for the relevant period, and 
there is not a trace of any sum of money having been paid directly or 
indirectly to or for the benefit of the Duke. 

335. I have therefore come to the conclusion that this rumour also it 
entirely without foundation. 

(iii) Ike fafonMts 

336. I have yet to deal with two other rumours. They had these 
characteristics in common — each of them came from an informer who was 
of bad character with a criminal record — each of 'them recounted a story at 
immoral behaviour in which he or she was a participant — and each of them 
sought to implicate a Minister in this behaviour. In each case the story, it 
it were true, could point to a security risk. I have reason to think that in each 
case the informer had it in mind that, if he or she could convince me of the 
truth of the story, it would be all the more marketable to sell to the newspapers. 
Indeed, I was quite satisfied that such was the intention of one of them, for 
it was proved beyond question. She had, even during my Inquiry, gone so tar 
as to enter into a conditional contract with a newspaper and got a payment 
on account It was obvious that the evidence of these informers i^g be viewed 
with the greatest caution, but. even so. I did not think it 
reject it out of hand. The story might turn out to be true, 
Keeier's story to the newspapers was true that she had an 
with Mr. Profumo.

337. There I must leave it, without setting out the details, for I 
satisfied that if I were to do so I would be playing into the hands of these 
informers. They would, I am sure, go back to the newspapers and sell flteff 
stories for a high price. And my inquiry would be turned by them, not only 
into a witch-hunt, but also into an instrument for their sordid gain. Thtf 
would be so distasteful a result that I beg to be excused from lending any aid

338. There were other rumours arising indirectly out of the Profumo 
affair, which only became current because of it (such as that a prominent 
person was visiting a girl every week as such-and-such a place or someone 
else had an affair with his secretary). These again were so nebulous that I 
found it difficult to deal with them. Nevertheless I investigated them and have 
to report there is not a shred of evidence in support of them. I reject them as 
utterly unfounded. 
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339. I know that Ministers and others have felt so aftffiwitf by the 
rumours about them that they have contemplated bringing «ti6*i Cor libel 
or slander in respect of them. I know, too. that they have refrained fr^m 
doing so pending my inquiry. I hope, however, that they will not fed 
that honour requires them to pursue these matters further. My findings 
will, I trust* be accepted by them as a full and sufficient vindication of their 
good names. It is, I believe, better for the country that these rumour* 
should be buried and that this unfortunate episode should be closed. ~ 

340. Equally I trust that all others will now cease to repeat these 
rumours which have been proved so unfounded and untrue: and that 
newspapers and others will not seek to put names to those whom I have 
deliberately left anonymous* For I fear that if names are given; human 
nature being what it is, people will still say * there's no smoke without fire — 
a proposition which in this instance is demonstrably untrue. ~ 

341. This brings me to the end. It might be thought — indeed it has been 
thought— by some that these rumours are a symptom of a decline in the 
integrity of public life in this country, I do not believe this to be true. There 
has been no lowering of standards. But there is this difference to-day. Public 
men are more vulnerable than they were: and it behoves them, even more 
than ever, to give no cause for scandal. For if they do, they have to reckon 
with a growing hazard which has been disclosed in the evidence I have 
heard* Scandalous information about well-known people has become a 
marketable commodity. True or false, actual or invented, it can be sold. The 
greater the scandal the higher the price it commands* If supported by 
photographs or letters, real or imaginary, all the better. Often enough the 
sellers profess to have been r themselves participants in the discreditable 
conduct which they seek to exploit. Intermediaries move in t ready to assist 
the sale and ensure the highest prices. The story improves with the telling, 
ty is offered to those newspapers — there are only a few of them — who deal 
in this commodity. They vie with one another to buy it Each is afraid the 
other will get it first. So they buy it on chance that it will turn out profitable. 
Sometimes it is no use to them. It is palpably false. At other times it is 
credible. But even so, they dare not publish the whole of the information. 
The law of libel and the rules of contempt of court exert an effective restraint 
They publish what they can. but there remains a substantial part which is 
not fit for publication. This unpublished part goes around by word of mouth* 
It does not stop in Fleet Street. It goes to Westminster. It crosses the Channel, 
even the Atlantic and back again, swelling all the time. Yet without the 
original purchase, it might never have got started on its WJF*

Thus, com- 
munism has come to be the greatest evil 
that the world has ever known; and those 
■who think otherwise will soon come to 
know to their sorrow the truth of thi* 
statement. 

One of the present problems of the 
free world is that it seems too eager to 
recognize and establish diplomatic and 
economic ties with Cornmunifit-dominat- 
eo nations. This danger ha* been repeat- 
edly illustrated, lor example, in the 
series of no win wars ftac* the end of 
World War n. 

Years ago w?ien communism was in 
process of acquiring pawwr, there was a 
sentiment among the governments of 
free nations to withhold recognition of 
Communist governments as Illustrated 
by the refusal of the United States to 
recognize the USSR until 1933, Now the 
reverse is the case; and free nations are 
recognizing Communist governments 
with lh* result that the international 
Communist movement Is becoming 
stronger. 



As Communist governments do not 
change their methods of conquest 
through corruption processes In the 
lefcst* free nations associated with Com- 
munist nations are bound to suffer. Thus 
the USSR and Red China are becoming 
more powerful through the recent trends 
of free nations hi dealing with Commu- 
nist powers. 

Today, we see the thief, the assassin, 
the mass murderer, and the most dia- 
bolical creatures that the world has ever 
known welcomed by free world leaders; 
How can the intrinsic evil of commu- 
nlms be destroyed by such naive prac- 
tices? ^ 

Fortunately, the United States does 
have publications with perceptive editors 
and courageous publishers, among them 
the Herald of Freedom of Zarephatb, 
N J. In a recent issue, it sets forth a most 
revcaHng,«umTnary_ln jgr+*t detail show- 
ing the corruptive operations'' <of the 
GRU— Chief Intelligence Directorate of 
the Geu .>:' ?t:~ ~zz£tkv 51\j£ — Com* 
mittee for State Security — of the Soviet 
Union, citing specific examples of our 
own officiate who were compromised. 

Because the information presented hi 
the issue should tc of the greatest inter- 
est to all members of the legislative and 
executive branches of our Government, 
both State and Federal, especially 
police and intelligence agencies, and the 
Nation at large, I quote it as part of my 
remarks:

Recent reports about England's expulsion 
of over 100 Soviet espionage agents, operat- 
ing under cover of diplomatic personnel, 
focused public attention on one phase of 
the activities of the Soviet Secret Police and 
espionage apparatus but did not teU the, 
complete story. What Is referred to ss Soviet 
Secret Police Is actually two separate organ- 
izations. 

The first, the OH.U., Chief Intelligence 
Directorate* of the General Staff (its correct 
name— Olav^oye Kaevedyvatelnoye Uprev- 
leoie) operates from the Soviet Ministry of 
Defense, 84 Maurice Thores Quay, Moscow, 
At the G.R.U. are both military and navel 
intelligence with worldwide operations. The 
second, the more important and mush larger 
of the two, is the K-GA, the Committee for 
State Security of the Council of Ministers 
of the Soviet Union (correct name — Koinitet 
Gosudarstvennoi Bezopoanosti) which oper- 
ates from Its headquarters at 2 Dzerzshlnaky 
St., Moscow. Known .as "The Lublanka," this 
is divided tot; X I eparate buildings; one, 
the Secret Poll .- i ■ ■ J quartern and the other, 
the X.G3. prison. Heading the K.G.B. Is Yuri 
V. Andropov who was appointed In 1967. 

Within tlrv *T *? B. are various directorates 
or divisions *ud sub-sections, each with its 
own number and name which are changed 
from time to time. In subtaanca they are as 
follows: 

The Foreign Division supervises all espion- 
age world wide. 

The Operations Division handles person-* 
nel assignment** 

The Information Division conducts re- 
March analysis, makes evaluations, and pre- 
pares Intelligence reports and estimates. 

The Secret Division prepares lorged pass- 
ports, birth records. Identities, various rec* 
ords and histories of persons a hose identities 
are being assumed; p/ovldes foreign cur- 
rency and arranger emergency contacts. 

Hie Recruiting and Training Division 
trains personnel for K.G.B. service and main 
tains a record of every communfs^jE

'Wtthln the second Directorate there l* «, 
section for Agit Prop which supervises the 
preparation, production and distribution of 
Communist propaganda. A separate section 
supervises and executes terroristic activities, 
bombings, and sabotage. The Cadre or Per* 
sonne* Section nutiuutlns agent personnel 
historic*,, assignment records, progress of 
agents. ouaAifleationa oi att personnel 
throughout the world, epedausts, etc. The 
Allied Section maintains secret agents in 
satellite countries (including sleepers) to re* 
port every activity itud aU tnf ormaMor of any 
use. Tnls section Coordinates tho intelligence 
services of the satellite Communist coun- 
tries. The Mobile Section Is responsible for 
the activities of agents "in place." actirg ** 
sleepers and 1* responsible for the ft. lini- 
ment of assassins, kidnapper, infiltration spe- 
cial lata, and agents for special sabotage work. 

The KUGJB. has a fully trained sta£ of ap- 
proximately 36,000 agenta with office* status. 
In th* field these agents may act as f-ection 
chiefs or residents and have their own group 
of operative* who m^7 have been recruited 
through compromise or who may be local 
Communist party mtmbera. It io cotLma,u,d 
the K.GJ, has over 200,000 pti^ono !n its 
employ, either as regular adepts or co-opted 
operatives. Both the K OB. and CR/0\ ht;ve 
many tmlformed and civilian personnel v. ho 
function as border and security guards, who 
supervise prisons and forced labor carr ( ps, 
and vrtfco are utilized in other areas. 

One group utilizes female agent? Jut com- 
promising purposes or for securing Lniovaia- 
tlon. Girls are recrul ted at an e^ly a«o ( 14- 
15 years old) and are trained from 3-4 years 
with an intensive course in a foreign lan- 
guage They are taught the art of seducfc'^, 
how to avoid pregnancy, and at lea^fw ie 
other specialty such as ballet dancing, m >&- 
ing, playing a musical Instrument, cccref ial 
work or theatricals. They are instruct' In 
poise, grace, and conversation. Older /entales 
are uaed to pose as wives of diplomats and 
military attaches and these women are given 
long pJesLsant assignments. 

A former K.G-B agent stated that at all 
times tiie service usee at least 10.000 trained 
female personnel for various purpose*. In- 
formed sources state that school fcr train- 
ing && «pionage and se» are M^iaised in 
Moscow, East Germany, rnnlmsjesjli'i and 
Cuba.. Tnere la a similar se^HBSX'jpr using 
male* *o compromise females. ^ 

Many important people, par«lDj|||ssy in 
publlo life, education, art*. s*e*^|i*v sjte^ " 
whose leftist activities ore sttqsee% ar* net 
actuairr member* of the QamnttswJst Varty 
but rather have been co-opted earher invo 
the KJB3. network. Connection* aa such 
wemW tt>« known only In K.OJ9. heedquarters 
In Moscow and to the particular case officer 
or staff chief for whom they may work or 
from wftiom they may recelip lnsmi: Uc:^. 

The success OX the KLO.B. op*rstic.n& have 
been fisr greater than la generaay knov/n.

portaak persona A prime example Is th* **Pro- 
fumo Case" in England, ultb tentacles reach- 
ing into the United States. 

On iEKTch 27, 1960 C^fiiAtnJ 

was a£K-igned to the SovW r_ 

tb^ H*** 4 * t^^i«i4Je*noy *^^ K.i 
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operated unutr the cover of Assistant naval 
attache. He waa the case ofllcer for Soviet 
agent Dr. Stephen Ward, an osteopath physi- 
cian, and portrait artist* wfco was born in 
1913 the son of a British etergyman, Iter. 
Canon Arthur E Ward oX the Church of Eng- 
land. Dr. Ward main talced csjoaultlng rooms 
at 38 Devonshire St., W~l, Loudon and a resi- 
dence house at 17 Wlmpole Mm W-l, Lon- 
don, as w*? T J as a country aottagc on Lord 
Astor'a Cliveden Estate. Dr* Werda patients 
Included such notables as Sir Winston 
Churchill, Elisabeth Ttylor, Paul Getty. Lord 
Astor, several members of the royal family, 
and a number of high officials In the British 
Governemnt. Among the individuals whose 
portraits he painted were the Duke of Edin- 
burgh, Princess Margaret, and her husband, 
the Earl of Snowden. 

Dr. Ward's modus operandi was to pick up 
young girls between the agos of 16 and 17 
(he found Lhern In cheap night clubs In the 
London urea) and Induce them to corns and 
stay with him In his house in London. He 
seduced many of these girls himself and, after 
they were thoroughly Indoctrinated, he pro- 
cured th*m for many Influential persons. He 
catered to tfce perverted tastes of his friends; 
which Included whipping and other sadistic 
performances, kept a collection of porno- 
graphic photographs and utilized hidden 
mirrors, tape recorders and special cameras. 

Dr. Ward made his first contact with K.GJ3. 
agent Capt. Ivanov on January 20, 1061 and 
the relationship (having to do with the com- 
promising of Important persons) continued 
until Ivanov suddenly left London In Janu- 
ary of 1GC3 and returned to Moscow, after 
having been warned by Dr. Ward. Ivanov had 
also acted as a "go-between" for the Castro 
Government acd tfce Western powers during 
the Cuban crisis during this period. 

One of the assignments Dr. Ward received 
from his case officer. Ivanov. was to obtain 
atomic secret, if possible, through War Min- 
ister John Prcfumo and other officials of the 
British Government. Mr. Profumo was Secre- 
tary of State aud War from July 1060 until he 
resigned in June 1963. He had a fine war rec- 
ord, has risen to the rank of Brigadier, and 
had held numerous government posts, 

Amcrg the numerous females utilized by 
Dr. Ward were Marilyln (Mandy) Rice-Da vies, 
Christine Hotter, Maria Novotny. Suzle 
Chang, and Vickie Barrett. One of the most 
successful cf the girls used by Dr. Ward for 
compromising purposes was Christine Heeler 
who originally came from Wraysburg, Eng- 
land. She left home at the age of sixteen, 
went to London and was employed by the 
Murray Cabaret Club as a show girl, a Job 
which consisted of simply walking around In 
the nude. After meeting her, Dr. Ward took 
her to his house to live with him, and Intro- 
duced her to some of his friends for sex 
purposes. 

Christina was the female used to com* 
promise Profumo, a meeting having been 
maneuvered while she was staying at the 
cottage on Lord Astor's estate. There was a 
rwimmlng party and Mr. Profumo was one 
of Lord Astor's guests. It was arranged for 
Chrfetlne to slip oil her bathing suit Just as 
Mr. Profumo approached the pooL thereby 
attracting his attention. Mature having taken 
Its course. Dr. Ward arranged for the infor- 
mation that Mr. Profumo was having a sex 
affair with Christine KeeMr to leak out* 
Profumo denied the rumott tA Parliament 
hut Dr. Ward was able to pi want proof of the 
sex affair to the British Security Service. Hav- 
ing Ued publicly, Profumo was forced to 
resign from his post. Subsequently the con- 
servative government fell and the Labor So- 
cialist Government took control of Great 
Britain. 

During the resulting Investigation there 
was testimony that Lard A3tor was also in- 
volved In sex activities with one of Dr. Ward's 
girls and that at least four other cabinet 
ministers had been guests at Dr. Ward's sex 



parties. Lord Astor died of a heart attack in 
the Bahamas in 1966V- 

One of Dr. Ward's girls, Susie Chang, ex- 
tended operations into the United States and 
compromised President John F. Kennedy 
when he made a trip to England. The thinly 
veiled story of JFK'S involvement appeared in 
an article printed In one edition of the N.T. 
Journal American of June 38* 1963. Attorney 
General Robert P. Kennedy immediately de- 
manded that the story be killed and re* 
portedly threatened an anti-trust salt 
against tha Hearst Corporation, owners of 
the newspaper. 

The authoritative British Intelligence 
Digest (Religious .News Edition) took note 
of Kennedy's affair with Suxle Chang and 
others In its July 19, 1963 issue, stating* 

"President Kennedy's private domestic life 
Is not one of marital bliss. In fact, It 1b said, 
he la Interested in women other than his wife 

and this Is leaked all over the world This 

Is bad and hurtful to America. Indeed, there 
was even a cartoon published in England dur- 
ing his recent visit showing Miss Keeler tied 
up with a dog-chain until the President and 
his entourage should leave. It is time that 
this was said. , , ." 

Suzle Chang was also Involved In comprom- 
ising VIPS in the Harry Allen Towers group 
In New York In ?961, Towers, a British tele- 
vision producer, was arrested in New York 
City allegedly as a procurer for Maria No* 
votny, whose uncle was then president of 
Czechoslovakia. Miss Novotny, a K.G.B. agent 
on assignment with Towers, had been com- 
promising high officials and diplomats from 
the United Nations. After their arrest. Miss 
Novotny and Towers were conveniently al- 
lowed to slip out of the country. Forfeiting 
$10,000 ball, Tow are fled to Czechoslovakia 
and then returned to England, as did Miss 
Novotny. 

On June 26, 1963 the N.Y. Times reported 
that the U.S. Attorney's Office had reopened 
the case of Towers and Novotny in connection 
with e3nfonage but apparently nothing fur- 
ther developed- At the time of the Towers-. 
Novotny arrest it was learned that there 
were other individuals reportedly involved la 
the compromising operation. One was Evelyn 
David, a 82-year-old -'journalist,*" who ar-. 
ranged dates for call girls, working out of the 
U.N. lounge. Also mentioned were Delia 
Merino-Bartet, also known aa Yvonne Landot, 
a young Peruvian girl who worked at tho U.N, 
as a translation secretary, and Bona Eata, a 
blonde Hungarian model who was living at 
440 East 46th Street in New York, 

K.GJB. compromising operations around 
the world are aimed at persons of Influence or 
potential Influence. Some they destroy, oth- 
ers they control. There was the case of Mau- 
rice Ernest Napoleon DeJean who was a close 
frlehd of the late President DeGaulle In 
Franca. When he was the French Ambassador 
to Moscow he became involved with a Miss 
Kronsberg whose apartment on Ananevsky 
Lane was actually a K.G.B. flat. Thereafter 
under control, DeJean continued In the 
French Diplomatic Services, was named Ad- 
ministrator of the French Shell Oil Co. In 
1966 and later was made Administrator of the 
Association of Seaside Resorts, He became 
President of the Communist-front, the Fran- 
co* Soviet Society for Industrial Cooperation. 

The late President Sukarno of Indonesia 
was compromised by EC.G.71. agent Valentin* 
Heschetnyk during a visit to Moscow, As a 
result of the affair Sukarno fell in love with 
the girl, made her his mistress and took her 
back to Indonesia with him. She was able to 
Influence his decisions over a period of years 
and reported to the K.GJ. regularly. Earlier 
in her career this same girl had compromised 
a number of Americans, 

Mrs. Vijayalakshmi Pandit wis the In- 
dian Ambassador to Moscow from 1947 to 
1949, Ambassador to the TJ£. from 1949 to 
1961 and President of the U.N. General As- 
sembly In 1954. The K.GS. learned that* 
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while luP^-ow, Mrs. Pandit was having an 
Illicit affair with the First Secretary of the 
Indian Embassy (Trtloki Nath Kaul.) Since 
she was very important and influential in the 
Indian Government the H.O.B, became very 
Interested in Mr. Haul. Through the KGH 
efforts he became involved In a esse and love 
affair with Mi/» Okunevskay, a K.OJ*. s#*nt. 
to such an extent that he was reset? to give 
up his Indian citizenship, marry iMgnn* be- 
come a Soviet cltiaen. Became ejpfc im- 
portant connections, however, •***%■• dis- 
couraged. In 1949 he showed vpLja* First 
Secretary of the Indian Embassy InUfcahing- 
ton, D.C., was Chairman of the tetania- 
tlonal Committee of Supervision and Con- 
trol In Vietnam in 1957-58 and from 1963 
to 1966 was Indian Ambassador in Moscow. 
Although completely compromised by the 
K.G.B., he rose in position until in 1966 he 
became Secretary. General of the - Ministry 
for Foreign Affairs of the Government of 
India, 

Jacob Beam, now U,S. Ambassador to the 
Soviet Union, was our Ambassador in War- 
saw, Pcteni^t the time of the sex and spy 
scandals there. He had been compromised by 
a Polish K.OJB. agent, now Mrs, Jerzy Mich- 
alowskl (the wife of the Polish Ambassador 
to the U.S.), nee Myra Zandel, formerly Mrs. 
Ignace Zlotowskl, alias Mrs. Stefan Arski. 

Through a double agent, a high ranking 
member of Polish Intelligence who defected 
to the West, we learned the details of some 
of the activities at the U.S. Embassy In War- 
saw. One diplomat after another had been 
comproriiLseri, including the f*curity officer, 
the code clerk and most of the Marine Guard. 
It was also learned that a high ranking Amer- 
ican diplomat had been a K.G.B. agent for 
18 years. After the facts became known, the 
diplomat, Edward Symans, w*e retired (with 
a full pension). 

The Stnato Internal Security Sub-com- 
mittee learned, while questioning a K.OJ, 
officer who had defected, that the wife of 
(the late) Ambassador Lie well vo Thompson, 
long time Ambassador to the L\S-SJt. (1*55- 
62, 1907-69) and more recently a Nixon- 
appolnted delegate to the Strategic Anns 
Limitation Talks (SALT), was having a 
"love affair" with a diplomat from the Fin- 
nish Embassy in Moscow. The hearings dis- 
closed other cases of compromise by K.G.B. 
operatives which placed diplomats under 
K.G3. controL Anabel Bucar (American), a 
code clerk in the Amerteau Embassy in Mos- 
cow, was seduced by an agent named tmrp* 
chin and subsequently defected to the^ - 
vlet Union. Undoubtedly she took witl* r 
the considerable confidential Infornw r>n 
available to a code clerk. M^ 

The K.O.B-, operating on a far-sC^ted 
and long-range policy, compromises aa many 
diplomats as possible In iron curtain coun- 
tries but often 'does not demand cooperation 
until after they have been transferred to 
other posta where they can be more useful. 
In embassies where the K.OJ. has already 
penetrated, staff members newly placed un- 
der K.OJ. control are "kept on ass?* nntu 
they are assigned to an embaaey ** 4§ssnlai* 
where there has not been 
tlon. Not all compromised ln*J mm 

required to commit specific 
nage or theft of documents: 
for other purposes such aa 
ing introductions at social gatiU «r 

dinner parties. Through these 10 
the K.G.B. agrnts are ab;e to follow up on 
individuals In whom they have an Interest. 

Presumably any derogatorv information in 
personnel flies of U.S. government employees 
would certainly be known to th^ special sec- 
tion of the K.OJJ. which maintains data on 
Communists, front member*, sympathizers, 
and prospective co-opt* 3 personnel. This In* 
formation is made available to resident 
agents or operatives. It has been well docu- 
mented that In less than 20 years over 1000 
homosexuals have been uncovered and eased 
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out of the BtA^t Department. How many 
rem* toed «r how i*t*ny now omihiTe been 
brought In Is unknown but 
being uncovered (usually 
made *s « result of thetr facefBeexusl sctfTt- 
ties or by fearing acted dlAgnJssfutty In pub- 
lic) . Each on* of these todreilusle It of In-

Very little Is done to counteract the K.G3, 

j program In this country. State Department 
security officers who endeavor to adhere to 
strict standards are removed from their Jobs 
(Otto Otepka for example) . The long prom- 
oted house cleaning of the State Department 
has never materialized. When th e yji t mib- 
mlts cases of espionage to the Department 
of Justice, In tuore cases than not, the 
espionage agent Is permitted to leave the 
country without prosecution because of 
"pending sensitive negotiations with the So- 
viet Union." Somehow defectors from the 
K.Q.;n. seem to have names and information 
concerning agents In otber countries but 
not in the U.S. When Anatoly V. Kuznetsov, 
a popular Soviet writer who had maintained 
close contact with Soviet leaders, defected, 
he revealed that the K.Q.B. has agents in the 
highest levels of most Western governments. 
Including Great Britain and the U.S. A for- 
mer high ranXlng intelligence officer who de- 
fected to the West advised Col. Guy Rich- 
ards, former editor of the N.T. Journal Amer- 
ican, that Communist intelligence agents 
hfld penetrated every U.S. government agen- 
cy except the jyyfe and that diplomats have 
t»cen comprorirtScaln embassies of every non- 
Co tn munis t country. 

Unless and until strict security policies 
are put Into effect, security risks removed 
and Individuals with character defects or 
leftist sympathies are kept out of govern* 
ment service, the K.G.B. will be able to con- 
tinue its worldwide operations with little in- 
terference. Regardless of statements made by 
Communist leaders, the Communist Part lea 
of the entire world (including all members) 
are required to cooperate with the K.QJ., 
and most of their planning and activities are 
supervised b7 agents of tbe K.GJB.

as stepping stones toward a positive attitude 
and a life devoted to service, helping others 
to help themselves.

Here he has written his own Impressions of 
whst freedom is to him, what he would like 
to see it mean to others.) 

Freedom Is: Being born in a Country, with 
a Constitution and a Bill of Rights, that pro- 
poses that it be ruled by law rather than by 
man. 

A Constitution that guarantees everyone 
the pursuit of happiness. 

A BUI of Rights that says, we ere all equal 
before the law. 

We have the opportunity to choose the best 
and leave the worst; we can choose knowledge 
or Ignorance; we can be a productive cttlsen 
or a parasite; religious or atheistic; optimistic 
or p ess 1 in Is tic; patriot or traitor. 

Freedom is: exercised when citizens pray 
enough, work -enough, learn enough and 
share enough to make this country a better 
place to live and a better place because of 
our having been here. 

- I have been busy doing and developing 
myself so intently that I have always thought 
of myself as being free. 

In America everyone who is willing to pay
